WATSON’S FRIENDS ARE LOYAL 


The Local County Option Agitation 


Proved to he Unpopular With 


the Majority. 


Thomas R. Marshall is OUR gov­ 
ernor. 
We who live here in Rush 
county have grown to know, admire 
and hop e for James E. Watson, and 
to be a living p art of his very ambi­ 
tion; 
to us, his defeat is a p ang 
that strikes deep down in our hearts. 
J3ut we are Americans; we are loy al 
sons of Indiana, and bravely as we 
can, we acknowledge defeat and bow 
and acquiesce to majority rule. 
The election of Marshall closes a 
memorable camp aign. 
The ep igram, 
“ Defeated, but not Dishonored,” fits 
admirably to 
the 
p resent 
defeat. 
The Rep ublicans lost the battle in 
•defense of a great moral issue. Can 
we conscientiously feel one iota of 
remorse or regret in champ ioning a 
right but losing cause? 
Eliminate 
the temp erance issue from the cam­ 
p aign and the county op tion measure 
from the shoulders of the Rep ubli­ 
cans and Indiana would have been 
found breezing in the stretch along 
with Ohio, New 
York 
and 
other 
States with big round 
Rep ublican 
majorities. 
The State, of course, is 
conceded normally Rep ublican. Vic­ 
tory would today be p erched up on 
our banners if the temp erance agita­ 
tion had not come into our p olitical 
lives; but it came, it was the sen­ 
timent of the times and the exp ressed 
wish of the greater minds and lead­ 
ers that it would become a p art of 
the Rep ublican p arty ’s duty to take 
up the question and make a final dis­ 
p osition of it. 
That desire became 
a reality when

extraordinary 
session of the legislature p assed a 
county op tion bill by a narrow mar­ 
gin after a fight that will remain a 
brilliant p age in our p arty ’s history .

COUNTY OPTION NOT POPULAR 


Prohis and Temperance Democrats 


Against it— Republicans Op­ 


pose It— The Labor Vote. 


James E. Watson was seen at his 
home in North Morgan street today 
by a rep resentative of this p ap er, 
surrounded by some of his friends. 
No one entering that domicile would 
ever dream that there was a defeated 
candidate in the comp any . 
Good cheer and hap p iness reigned 
and smiles and laughter w’ere seen 
and heard on all sides. 
If some of 
Watson’s loy al friends, who today 
were the p ictures of desp air, could 
have seen him, it would have at least 
lifted p art of the heavy load off their 
hearts. 
Mr. Watson was elated with the 
big vote tendered him by his neigh­ 
bors and friends in Rush county , and 
exp ressed his deep est gratitude for 
their hearty sup p ort. 
“Are y ou satisfied with y our cam­ 
p aign?” was asked Mr. Watson, and 
he p romp tly rep lied: “I am entirely 
satisfied with my camp aign. I made 
more sp eeches than any other man 
that ever run for Governor in this 


State, and my defeat is not due to 
any lack of effort on my p a rt” 
To what do y ou attribute y our 
defeat?” he wras asked. 
“Wholly on the question of local 
op tion. The liquor Rep ublicans were 
more in favor of liquor than they 
were in favor of their p arty . 
The 
temp erance Democrats, on the other 
hand, were Democrats before they 
were temp erance p eop le. 
The great 
majority 
of 
Prohibitionists 
care 
nothing about temp erance, their only 
object being to defeat the Rep ubli­ 
can p arty , and they voted their tick­ 
et. 
Some 
temp erance 
Democrats 
voted for me, and those Prohibition­ 
ists who really cared any thing about 
temp erance voted in the same way . 
The majority of the p eop le, however, 
have said at the ballot boxes that 
thev w^ere not in favor of countv lo- 
m> 
if 
cal op tion, and on that question I 
was beaten.” 
“Did y ou ap p rehend defeat at any 
time p revious to the election?” 
In answer to 
this Mr. 
Watson 
said: “I can truthfully state that up 
to within three weeks ago I never 
once entertained the idea that I could 
be elected. 
I told Senator Ilernen- 
way and State Chairman Goodrich 
many times that I was beaten though 
I made as game a fight as I could 
p ossibly make solely from the stand­ 
p oint of duty and because 1 intended 
to discharge my obligations to rtiy 
p arty . Three weeks ago the currents 
set in our way , and the last week of 
the camp aign I became hop eful of 
success, though I was never satis­ 
fied that I would be chosen. 
I told 
my wife on Sunday before the e-lec­ 
tion that it wras a turn of the hand 
and I reall£ felt that way about it, 
though I knew that our gains had 
been material for the two weeks p re­ 
ceding that day .” 
“IIow do y ou feel over y our de­ 
feat?” 
“Well,” Mr. Watson rep lied, “I am 


a p hilosop her, and I am never un­ 
duly elated by success or unduly de­ 
p ressed by defeat. 
The first race I 
ever made was for the nomination of 
Secretary of State, and I was beaten 
^ # 
* 
in the convention in the sp ring of 
1894. I was nominated and elected 
to Congress that fall, but in 1896 I 
wTas beaten for 
re-nomination 
to 
Congress, so I have twice before this 
time tasted the sorrows of defeat. I 
am conscious of the fact that I did 
the best I could throughout my cam­ 
p aign and I have no regrets what­ 
ever to exp ress. 
1 fought 
out my 
p rop osition straight from the shoul­ 
der in every section of the State. I 
had magnificent 
audiences 
every ­ 
where and most cordial and enthusi­ 
astic recep tions. If I had the p ower 
to change any single day in the en­ 
tire camp aign, 1 would not consent 
to such a change.” 
“What effect did the 
labor 
vote 
¡have in y our defeat?” he was asked. 
“Very little,” Mr. Watson rep lied. 
“You will remember that in the State 
convention I received the p ractically 
solid vote of Vanderbuig, Vigo, Tip ­ 
p ecanoe, Delaware, Madison, 
Howt- 
ard and Grant counties. These coun­ 
ties were all strong labor centers, 
and y et they p ractically nominated 
me. 
Since the local 
op tion 
p lank 
was adop ted these are 
the 
very 
counties that turned against me, so 
that it was not a }>ersonal matter hut 
a p olitical matter, and not a question 
of labor, but a question of liquor. In 
many instances the very men who 
went to the convention to nominate 
me turned against me after the nom­ 
ination and help ed to comp ass my 
defeat. Excep t as the brewers could 
use some labor leaders and a few or­ 
ganizations, the labor question cut 
hut little figure in my defeat. 
Take 
for Instance, Marion county . 
Taft 
carried it by well night 1000 while I

the faint-hearted and cheers up the 
halting soul. 
Not in glittering gen­ 
eralities does he deal. 
He has the 
figures to back up his statements and 
op inions. 
He knows whal has hap ­ 
p ened in every p recinct in the dis­ 
trict since the first glimmer of p oliti­ 
cal history . 
He sees a rep etition of 
conditions now that p revailed in the 
former camp aign when the enemy , 
resting easily on the oars of confid­ 
ence, found on the morning after the 
election that their calculations had 
been cap sized. 
On the eve of an election with the 
manager, it is all over but the shout­ 
ing. lie calmly informs the rep orters 
that the ticket is elected from top to 
bottom by such majority as hap p ens 
to suit his fancy . 
In the great hurrah that follows, 
little attention is p aid to the frantic 
guesses of the chairman who didn’t 
-all the turn. Sometimes q weak ex­ 
p lanation is offered, but the p ublic 
demands no exp lanation and p ay s no 
heed to such as is offered. It’s all a 
p art of the game to claim every thing 
in sight. 
A chairman who would 
admit the p robability of defeat or 
intimate the 
certainty 
of 
defeat 
would be a subject of infinite scorn. 
The accuracy of all elections is 
established by the ballots. 
Let us 
have our illusions while the hour of 
uncertainty ticks. 
And the day af­ 
ter—the flower of the frost.

Th e n ex t vice presiden t will be 
Jam es Sch oolcraft Sh erman , Repub­ 
lican , of New York. 
Th is is th e verdict return ed by th e 
m ajority of th e 15,000,000 voters of 
th e Un ited States. 
Th e Republican 
can didate h as repeated Mr. Roosevelt’s 
feat of carry in g every n orth ern state, 
givin g h im a clear m ajority in th e 
electoral college of 113 over William 
Jen n in gs Bry an , th e Democratic can di­ 
date. 
Mr. Taft will receive 303 elect­ 
oral votes to Mr. Bry an ’s 18 0. 
Th e 
latter also lost W est Virgin ia, wh ich 
wen t to Mr. Roosevelt four y ears ago, 
but h as gain ed th e on e electoral vote 
wh ich Mary lan d gave to th e Republi­ 
can can didate in 19 00. Oklah oma, th e 
state created sin ce th e last presiden ­ 
tial election , h as en rolled itself, as ex ­ 
pected, in th e Democratic colmun . 
Th e states con sidered doubtful be­ 
fore th e election h ave gon e as follows: 
Mary lan d, Democratic;
